The  United  States  Secret  Service  is  engaged  in  a national  program  of 
Crime  Prevention  through  the  education  of  potential  victims  of  counter- 
,fciters  and  check  forgers.  The  objective  is  the  prevention  of  counterfeiting 
and  forgery  by  new  educational  methods,  in  preference  to  the  age-old 
methods  of  investigation,  prosecution  and  imprisonment. 

Henry  Morgenthau,  Jr.,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  has  approved  the 
Secret  Service  crime  prevention  program.  To  make  it  more  effective,  he 
authorized  production  of  this  booklet  and  of  the  Secret  Service  motion 
picture,  “KNOW  YOUR  MONEY’’.  Secretary  Morgenthau  has  also 
granted  special  permission  to  some  publishers  of  school  textbooks  to 
print  illustrations  of  portions  of  good  and  bad  currency,  for  classroom 
study  and  other  educational  purposes.  In  reading  the  pages  which  follow, 
you  will  realize  the  educational  value  of  such  pictures,  which  cannot  be 
printed  without  the  special  authorization  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

The  United  States  Secret  Service  is  grateful  for  the  active  participation 
of  your  school  boards,  local  police  officers,  bankers  and  others  in  its  Crime 
Prevention  program.  . . . the  education  of  potential  victims  of  crime. 
Without  your  help  and  theirs,  our  task  would  be  more  difficult.  But 
WITH  that  help,  the  Secret  Service  educational  program  has  brought 
about  a 97  percent  drop  in  the  number  of  persons  victimized  by  passers  of 
counterfeit  bills,  and  a 97  percent  drop  in  the  amount  of  losses  suffered  by 
those  victims.  The  chart  at  the  bottom  of  this  page  will  show  you  how 
the  number  of  victims  decreased  as  their  education  against  crime  increased. 

This  education  of  potential  victims  to  detect  bogus  coins  and  bills  must 
be  intensified,  for  it  is  through  this  modern  weapon  that  we  can  effectively 
fight  the  maker  and  passer  of  counterfeit  money,  “The  Silent  Saboteur.’’

What  is  the 

United  States  Secret  Service? 


THE  UNITED  STATES  SECRET  SERVICE  is  a Division  of  the  Treasury 
Department,  and  is  one  of  the  oldest  and  best-loiown  law-enforcement 
agencies  of  the  Federal  Government.  It  was  established  at  the  time  of  the 
Civil  War,  and  celebrated  its  seventy-fifth  anniversary  on  July  2,  1939. 
The  chief  duties  of  the  Secret  Service  are: 

Protection  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  his  family,  and  the 
President-elect;  policing  of  the  White  House  and  its  grounds  by  the  White 
House  uniformed  police,  a unit  of  the  Secret  Service. 

Suppression  of  the  counterfeiting  and  alteration  of  all  paper  money,  coins, 
bonds,  stamps,  and  other  obligations  of  the  United  States  and  other 
governments. 

Suppression  of  the  counterfeiting,  forgery,  alteration,  and  fraudulent 
negotiation  of  United  States  Treasury  checks;  and  enforcement  of  other 
laws  relating  to  the  Treasury  Department,  as  provided  by  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States. 

Protection  of  the  Treasury  Building,  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and 
Printing,  and  other  Treasury  buildings  and  safeguarding  money  and 
securities.

The  Story  of  Money 

“What  shall  we  use  for  money?’’ 

A very  modern  question,  also  a very  old  one.  It  was  one  of  the  greatest 
hindrances  to  early  trade.  In  ancient  times,  when  men  first  began  to  buy 
and  sell,  what  to  use  for  money  was  a big  problem. 

Even  before  history  began  to  be  recorded,  perhaps  before  there  was  even 
any  thought  of  such  things  as  banks  or  money,  the  need  existed  for  a medium 
of  exchange — for  something  to  use  for  money. 

In  the  time  of  the  poet  Homer,  who  wrote  the  story  of  the  ten  years’ 
war  of  Troy,  oxen  were  measures  of  value.  A suit  of  golden  armor  was 
worth  a hundred  oxen.  That  was  900  years  before  the  birth  of  Christ. 
In  ancient  Crete,  sheep  were  money,  and  the  ancient  Jews  measured  wealth 
in  flocks  and  herds.  The  natives  of  the  island  of  Yap,  in  the  Pacific  Ocean, 
even  in  recent  times,  used  large  stone  wheels  for  money.  Our  own  American 
Indians  used  bead  work,  made  of  shells,  called  wampum.  This  was  used 
for  money  by  colonial  Americans  until  they  themselves  got  to  making  it  so 
cheaply  that  it  lost  its  value  as  a medium  of  exchange.  Lacking  metal  or 
paper  money,  they  used  not  only  wampum  but  beaver  skins,  grain,  and 
other  staples.  Tobacco  was  money  in  Virginia  for  more  than  a hundred 
years.  Cloth,  salt,  hides,  nearly  anything  that  could  be  traded,  has  had  a 
turn  at  being  used  for  money. 

Metals  were  used  for  money  in  ancient  Egypt  as  early  as  2500  D.  C.  In 
2100  B.  C.  cubes  of  gold  were  money  in  China.  The  Old  Testament  (^Genesis 
23:16)  tells  of  merchants  using  gold  and  silver  bullion  for  money:  “Abra- 
ham weighed  unto  Ephron  400  shekels  of  silver,  current  money  with  the 
merchant.  ’ ’ It  was  to  pay  for  a burial  place  for  Abraham’s  family.  This  was 
about  3,600  years  ago.  Babylonian  records  show  that  about  550  B.  C.  the 
temples  were  also  the  banks,  took  money  on  deposit,  and  lent  it  at  interest. 
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The  first  coiners  of  gold  and  silver  known  to  history  were  the  Lydians, 
in  Asia  Minor.  The  name  of  their  king,  Croesus,  became  a synonym  for 
great  wealth.  This  was  about  550  B.  C.  The  Greeks  learned  coinage 
from  Lydia,  and  the  art  was  taken  to  Rome  from  Greece.  Metal  money 
in  ancient  times  was  coined  as  it  is  now,  by  means  of  dies  or  stamps.  Gre- 
cian coins  were  the  best  minted  and  most  beautiful  of  ancient  times. 

The  Chinese  were  using  paper  money  when  Marco  Polo  visited  their 
country  in  the  thirteenth  century.  From  him  we  know  that  the  Emperor 
Kubla  Khan,  as  early  as  1273  A.  D.,  issued  notes  printed  on  mulberry  paper. 
Each  was  stamped  with  the  red  seal  of  Kubla,  and  signed  by  his  treasurers. 
Counterfeiting  then  was  punished  by  the  headsman’s  sword.  The  oldest 
paper  money  of  which  a specimen  is  known  to  exist  is  the  “Kwan”  note, 
first  issued  in  China  in  1368  A.  D.  It  was  8%  by  13^  inches,  or  as  wide  and 
a little  longer  than  a sheet  of  typewriter  paper. 

Paper  money  in  Europe  grew  out  of  the  use  of  letters  of  credit,  which 
were  used  in  China  centuries  earlier,  and  for  the  same  reason — robbers. 
Metal  money  was  what  the  robbers  wanted,  not  pieces  of  paper  that  no 
one  would  cash  for  them. 

The  first  counterfeiter  of  minted  money  is  said  to  have  been  the  Emperor 
Nero.  Since  his  time  counterfeiting  has  flourished  in  many  nations.  United 
States  courts  convicted  895  persons  of  charges  of  counterfeiting  in  1939  on 
evidence  obtained  by  the  Secret  Service. 

In  the  early  days  of  our  Nation,  before  United  States  money  was  issued, 
there  were  in  circulation  English  shillings,  French  louisdors,  and  Spanish 
doubloons,  with  other  units  of  the  money  of  those  nations.  This  caused 
confusion  and  slowed  up  trade.  The  dollar  was  adopted  by  the  Congress  in 
1785  as  the  unit  of  our  money,  and  the  decimal  system  as  the  method  of 
reckoning.  In  1792  the  United  States  monetary  system  was  established, 
and  the  United  States  Mint  began  coining  money  at  Philadelphia.  The 
first  coins  minted  were  handed  to  the  President’s  wife,  Martha  Washing- 
ton, by  the  first  Director  of  the  Mint,  David  Rittenhouse.  This  ceremony 
took  place  in  1792;  the  day  is  not  recorded.  The  coins  were  half-dimes 
made  from  household  silver  sent  from  Mount  Vernon  by  President  Wash- 
ington. These  half-dimes  were  not  put  in  circulation.  The  issue  was 
presented  to  President  Washington  by  act  of  Congress;  he  gave  them  to  his 
friends  as  souvenirs.  Besides  half-dimes,  the  Congress  authorized  the 
issuance  of  the  other  metal  units  of  our  currency,  to  be  minted  from  gold, 
silver,  nickel,  and  copper. 

Paper  currency  was  used  by  our  people  even  before  the  Declaration  of 
Independence  was  signed.  It  was  called  Continental  currency.  Its  value 
became  so  small  that  “Not  worth  a Continental”  was  a common  saying. 
The  plates  for  the  first  of  this  money  were  engraved  in  1775  by  Paul  Revere, 
who  made  the  famous  midnight  ride.  Paper  money  also  was  used  after 
the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  in  1789.  It  was  not  Federal  currency  but 
bank  notes.  Before  1836  these  notes  were  issued  by  two  United  States 
banks  established  by  the  Congress.  The  first  bank  was  closed  in  1811,  the 
second  in  1836.  After  1836,  the  chief  form  of  paper  currency  was  notes 
issued  by  banks  operating  under  charters  from  the  States. 

The  present  system  of  United  States  paper  money  began  with  the  Civil 
War.  Treasury  notes  were  issued  under  the  act  of  July  17  and  August  5, 
1861.  The  National  Bank  Act  of  1864  provided  for  national  bank  notes, 
issued  with  United  States  bonds  as  security;  an  amendment  in  1908  permit- 
ted national  bank  notes  on  security  other  than  United  States  bonds.  Na- 
tional bank  notes  have  been  in  process  of  retirement  since  March  1935.  Our 
paper  currency  took  its  final  form  with  the  adoption  of  the  Federal  Reserve 
Act,  December  23,  1913.  The  first  issue  of  Federal  Reserve  notes  was  made 
J^ovember  16,  1914,  with  the  opening  of  the  Federal  Reserve  banks.

Types  of  Paper  Currency 


Our  Government  now  prints  three  types  of  paper  money: 

FEDERAL  RESERVE  NOTES . . . with  GREEN  seal  and  numbers. 

UNITED  STATES  NOTES with  RED  seal  and  numbers. 

SILVER  CERTIFICATES with  BLUE  seal  and  numbers. 

In  addition,  as  a war  measure,  the  Treasury  Department  in  December,  1942, 
released  $660,000,000  in  NATIONAL  CURRENCY  notes.  Series  of  1929, 
bearing  BROWN  seal  and  numbers.  These  notes  are  drawn  on  the  12 
Federal  Reserve  Banks,  but  they  do  not  resemble  Federal  Reserve  Notes. 
Special  currency  for  use  in  Hawaii  and  North  Africa  is  described  on  page  18. 

Federal  Reserve  Notes 

Federal  Reserve  Notes  are  placed  in  circulation  by  the  Federal  Reserve 
Banks,  each  bank  placing  its  own  notes  in  circulation  through  the  banks 
in  its  district.  There  are  12  Federal  Reserve  Districts,  each  with  a num- 
ber and  corresponding  letter  of  the  alphabet  for  its  symbol.  For  example, 
the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  Boston,  being  in  the  first  Federal  Reserve 
District,  is  represented  by  the  number  “1”  and  the  letter  “A”.  The 
other  Districts,  in  order,  are  New  York,  Philadelphia,  Cleveland,  Rich- 
mond, Atlanta,  Chicago,  St.  Louis,  Minneapolis,  Kansas  City,  Dallas, 
and  San  Francisco. 

Each  Federal  Reserve  Note  bears  a regional  seal  at  the  left  of  the  por- 
trait on  the  bill.  This  seal,  printed  in  black,  bears  the  name  of  the  Federal 
Reserve  Bank  issuing  the  bill,  and  the  letter  or  number  of  the  Federal 
Reserve  District  in  which  that  bank  is  located.  See  diagram  above.

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This  is  a picture  of  the  face  of  a COUNTERFEIT  One  Dollar  bill.  The 
man  who  made  this  counterfeit  was  arrested,  convicted,  and  sentenced  to 
Leavenworth  Penitentiary. 

Compare  this  counterfeit  with  a genuine  dollar  bill.  Look  at  the  portrait 
of  Washington.  See  how  flat  it  is  compared  with  the  genuine.  Note  that 
this  counterfeit  portrait  is  not  lifelike.  The  eyes  are  not  clear,  distinct. 
The  background  around  the  head  is  not  clear  and  even;  it  is  much  darker 
than  the  background  on  a genuine  bill.  The  fine  lines  that  form  the  small 
squares  are  barely  noticeable,  and  many  of  the  squares  are  filled  with  ink. 

Study  the  genuine  bill,  feature  by  feature.  The  portrait  of  WASHING- 
TON appears  ONLY  on  ONE  DOLLAR  bills.  Look  at  this  portrait 
carefully.  See  how  lifelike  it  is  on  the  genuine  bill,  how  it  stands  out. 
The  eyes  are  clear  and  look  right  at  you. 

Examine  the  border  of  the  counterfeit  bill  pictured  above,  compare  it 
with  the  genuine.  You  will  see  that  the  fine  lines  that  cross  and  recross 
are  not  clear  and  distinct. 

Look  at  the  numbers  on  this  counterfeit  bill.  You  will  see  that  the 
figures  are  not  printed  clearly;  the  figures  on  the  genuine  are  printed  clearly. 

The  Treasury  SEAL  is  also  a distinguishing  feature.  In  a counterfeit 
the  saw-teeth  on  the  rim  of  the  seal  are  blunt  and  uneven.  The  points  are 
sharp  and  regular  on  genuine  bills. 

Look  at  all  the  words  printed  on  a counterfeit.  Compare  the  letters  with 
those  on  a genuine  bill.  Often  the  letters  on  a counterfeit  bill  are  not  perfect. 

The  number  under  the  word  “America,”  to  the  right  of  the  portrait  of 
Washington,  is  the  SERIAL  NUMBER.  It  is  printed  again  to  the  left  of 
the  portrait,  lower  down.  Every  bill  has  its  serial  number  printed  in 
these  two  places. 

Inside  the  border,  just  above  and  to  the  left  of  the  large  figure  “ 1,”  you 
will  see  a small  letter.  This  letter  is  the  CHECK  LETTER,  always  printed  in 
BLACK.  It  is  printed  also  in  the  lower  right  corner  with  a number  called 
the  FACE  PLATE  NUMBER,  always  printed  in  BLACK.  All  genuine  bills 
are  printed  from  engraved  steel  plates.  Each  plate  has  its  own  number. 

Study  all  details,  both  of  this  picture  of  a counterfeit  bill  and  of  a genuine 
bill — it  will  help  you  to  know  good  money  from  bad. 


These  are  enlargements  of  parts  of  the  portraits  and  Treasury  seals  on 
good  and  bad  $10  bills.  The  portions  at  your  left  are  from  the  counterfeits, 
those  at  your  right  from  the  genuine.  This  shows  you  why  the  best  way 
to  detect  a bad  bill  is  to  compare  it  with  one  you  know  is  good.  If  you 
have  a bill  you  think  might  be  counterfeit,  crease  it  through  the  portrait 
and  match  it  with  the  opposite  half  of  a portrait  on  a good  bill.  If  the 
suspected  bill  is  bad,  this  comparison  will  help  you  to  detect  it.

3.  RUBBING  a bill  on  a piece  of  paper  will  not  prove  it  is  genuine  or 
counterfeit;  ink  can  be  rubbed  from  good  bills  as  well  as  bad  ones. 

4.  CONSULT  an  experienced  money-handler  or  police  officer  to  make 
sure,  if  you  are  still  in  doubt,  whether  a bill  is  genuine  or  counterfeit. 

5.  REMEMBER,  NOT  ALL  STRANGERS  ARE  COUNTERFEITERS. 
BUT  ALL  COUNTERFEITERS  ARE  LIKELY  TO  BE  STRANGERS. 

It  is  a violation  of  law  to  make  reproductions  of  any  nature 
of  good  or  bad  money.  The  reproductions  in  this  book  were 
made  by  special  authority  of  Henry  Morgenthau,  Jr.,  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury,  in  furtherance  of  the  Secret  Service  Crime 
Prevention  program.  They  must  not  be  copied. 


Observe  these  things: 

Counterfeit — Dull,  smudgy,  or  unnaturally  white,  scratchy; 

oval  background  is  dark,  lines  irregular  and 
broken.  Portrait  merges  into  the  back- 
ground. 

Genuine — Stands  out  distinctly  from  the  oval  background. 

Eyes  appear  lifelike.  Background  is  a fine 
screen  of  regular  lines. 

Counterfeit — Saw-tooth  points  around  rim  are  usually 
uneven,  broken  off.  See  picture  on  page  7. 

Genuine — Saw-tooth  points  around  rim  are  even  and  sharp. 

Counterfeit — Poorly  printed,  badly  spaced,  uneven  in 
appearance. 

Genuine — Figures  firmly  and  evenly  printed,  well  spaced. 

Counterfeit — Generally  has  no  silk  threads,  but  these  may 
be  imitated  by  very  small  red  and  blue  ink 
lines. 

Genuine — Printed  on  distinctive  paper  in  which  very  small 


The  portraits  of  these  great  men  appear  on  United  States  money.  It  is 
important  for  your  protection  that  you  know  on  which  bills  these  por- 
traits are  printed.  Particularly  you  should  be  familiar  with  the  $1,  $2,  $5, 
$10  and  $20  bills.  Bills  are  sometimes  raised  to  represent  large  denomina- 
tions. For  example,  a $1  bill  might  be  altered  to  represent  $10,  and  if  you 
accepted  it  as  a $10  bill  you  would  lose  $9.  If  you  should  get  what  appears 
to  be  a $10  bill  with  the  portrait  of  Washington  on  it,  or  a $20  bill  with 
the  portrait  of  Jefferson  or  Lincoln  on  it,  you  should  know  that  these  bills 
have  been  altered,  because  the  portrait  of  HAMILTON  is  always  on  a $10 
bill  and  JACKSON  is  always  on  a $20  bill.  Regardless  of  the  type  of  bill, 
all  bills  of  the  same  denomination  bear  the  same  portrait,  as  follows; 

Washington  appears  on  all  $1  bills.  Hamilton  appears  on  all  $10  bills. 

Jefferson  appears  on  all  $2  bills.  Jackson  appears  on  all  $20  bills. 

Lincoln  appears  on  all  $5  bills.  Grant  appears  on  all  $50  bills. 

Franklin  appears  on  all  $100  bills. 

Other  paper  money  issued  by  the  United  States  bears  portraits  as  follows: 
$500.  McKinley;  $1,000,  Cleveland;  $5,000,  Madison;  $10,000,  Chase. 
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COMPARE! 

This  is  an  enlarged  picture  of  George  Washington,  whose  likeness  is  on 
all  $1  bills.  It  was  made  from  a counterfeit  bill  and  a genuine  bill.  The 
portion  to  the  left  of  the  vertical  dividing  line  is  from  the  bad  bill.  The 
portion  to  the  right  of  the  line  is  from  the  good  bill.  You  can  easily  see 
the  difference.  A comparison  such  as  this  is  the  best  way  to  detect  any 
counterfeit.

These  are  enlarged  pictures  of  the  upper  left-hand  corners  of  good  and  bad 
$1  bills.  The  part  on  top  of  the  diagonal  dividing  line  is  from  the  genuine 
bill.  The  part  under  the  line  is  from  the  counterfeit.  Notice  that  the 
fish-net  lines  around  the  figure  “1”  are  CLEAR  and  DISTINCT  on  the 
GENUINE.  Some  of  the  lines  on  the  COUNTERFEIT  are  BROKEN, 
and  are  NOT  clear  and  distinct.  This  lace-work  design  on  our  paper  money 
is  known  as  the  geometric  lathework. 

Most  counterfeit  bills  are  printed  so  poorly  that  the  defects  shown  here 
may  be  detected  with  the  NAKED  EYE,  after  you  study  these  enlargements. 

You  will  find  it  interesting  to  study  any  bill,  with  or  without  a magni- 
fying  glass. 

The  crime  o£  counterfeiting  can  be  prevented 
by  educating  its  potential  victims  to  detect  bogus 
money.

Merchants  should  have  their  names  on  the  Secret  Service  mailing  list, 
and  receive  these  notices  promptly.  There  is  no  charge — simply  send  your 
name  and  address  to  the  Secret  Service  office  nearest  you,  or  to  the  Chief, 
U.  S.  Secret  Service,  Washington,  D.  C.

HERE’S  WHY:  Counterfeiting  is  a felony.  The  laws  of  the  United 
States  provide  that  any  person  who  has  knowledge  of  the  commission  of  a 
felony  recognized  by  the  Federal  courts,  and  who  does  not  at  once  make 
such  knowledge  known  to  the  authorities,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 
$500,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  3 years,  or  both. 

HERE’S  WHY:  United  States  law  provides  that  all  counterfeits  of  the 
money  of  the  United  States  or  any  foreign  Government,  found  in  the  pos- 
session of  any  person  without  authority  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
shall  be  confiscated  by  an  authorized  Agent  of  the  Treasury  Department. 
This  law  states  that  whoever  has  custody  or  control  of  any  such  counter- 
feits and  fails  or  refuses  to  surrender  same  to  an  authorized  Treasury  agent 
upon  request,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $100,  or  imprisoned  not  more 
than  1 year,  or  both. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  law,  the  United  States  Secret  Service  author- 
izes banks  and  peace  officers  to  take  possession  of  all  counterfeit  Govern- 
ment obligations  for  surrender  to  the  United  States  Treasury  Department. 


Counterfeiter’s  Printing  Press  and  Product 
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Counterfeit  Mone y — 

The  Silent  Saboteur 


In  addition  to  tanks,  planes,  machine  guns,  and 
cannon,  counterfeit  money  is  also  an  implement  of 
war — a potent,  destructive  silent  saboteur.  It  can 
disrupt  the  economic  structure  of  a country  and 
demoralize  a people  by  shaking  their  faith  in  their 
currency. 


In  1776  our  enemies  contributed  to  the  downfall 
of  American  Continental  currency  by  producing 
and  distributing  counterfeits  of  that  money.  “Not 
worth  a Continental”  is  in  use  even  today  as  an 
expression  to  denote  worthlessness. 


In  1789  the  French  Revolutionary  Government 
issued  currency  known  as  assignats.  By  1796 
enemies  of  the  Revolution  had  circulated  15  billion 
francs  in  counterfeit  assignats.  The  currency  be- 
came worthless  and  by  1807  was  repudiated  by  the 
Government. 


In  1812  Napoleon  Bonaparte,  Emperor  of  France, 
bought  military  supplies  for  his  invasion  of  Russia 
with  counterfeit  money  produced  at  a printing 
plant  he  established  in  Paris. 


In  1942  Japan  circulated  “invasion  currency"  in 
the  countries  overrun  by  its  armed  forces.  (See 
opposite  page.)  The  money  is  backed  by  a “promise 
to  pay”  and  a loaded  gun. 


History  repeats  itself.  If  rulers  and  warriors  of 
days  past  found  counterfeiting  an  effective  weapon 
of  attack,  it  is  reasonable  to  believe  that  Japan  and 
her  Axis  partners  will  use  bogus  money  as  ammuni- 
tion in  economic  warfare  against  the  United  States. 
The  Secret  Service  program  of  crime  prevention 
through  education  plus  alert  watchfulness  at  our 
borders  can  keep  such  a plot  from  succeeding  in 
this  country,  but  you  must  do  your  part!

These  are  enlarged  pictures  of  portions  of  the  face  and  back  of  a special 
issue  of  a $5  Federal  Reserve  Note  used  exclusively  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands. 
The  word  “HAWAII”  printed  at  the  right  of  the  Treasury  seal  also  appears 
at  the  opposite  end  of  the  face  of  the  biU.  The  word  “HAWAII”  is  also 
printed  across  the  back  of  the  note  in  outline  letters  as  shown  in  the  illus- 
tration. The  special  currency  is  issued  in  various  denominations,  all  of 
which  bear  brown  Treasury  seals  and  brown  serial  numbers. 

All  genuine  United  States  currency  without  these  imprints  has  been 
withdrawn  from  circulation  in  Hawaii.  One  reason  for  this  action  was  to 
render  worthless  for  propaganda  purposes  any  United  States  currency 
already  in  the  hands  of  enemy  agents  in  that  Territory. 

Special  Currency  for 

Armed  Forces 


The  Treasury  Department  has  released  a special  issue  of  paper  currency 
to  be  used  in  paying  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States  in  the  North 
African  theater  of  war.  This  money  is  in  the  form  of  $1,  $5,  and  $10  Silver 
Certificates.  Ordinarily,  all  Silver  Certificates  bear  BLUE  Treasury  seals 
and  serial  numbers.  However,  on  the  special  issue  for  North  African 
military  use,  the  Treasury  seal  is  executed  in  GOLD,  and  the  serial  numbers 
remain  blue. 

As  in  the  case  of  the  Hawaiian  currency,  this  variation  from  standard 
United  States  paper  money  is  a precautionary  measure.

This  picture  shows  a five  dollar  bill  that  was  sent  in  to  be  redeemed  by 
the  Treasury.  It  was  one  of  many  bills  in  a bank  where  there  was  a fire. 
Some  of  the  bills  were  scorched,  but  they  were  replaced  by  new  money, 
just  as  this  one  was.  The  Treasury  has  a staff  of  expert  workers  who  handle 
money  sent  in  for  redemption.  Sometimes  new  money  is  given  for  what 
might  seem  to  be  very  slight  evidence,  but  the  Treasury  experts  make  sure 
that  real  money  has  been  destroyed  before  they  issue  new  money  for  it. 

Our  Government’s  paper  money  is  printed  on  the  best  paper,  the  strongest 
and  most  durable  that  it  is  possible  for  paper  mills  to  make.  It  is  against 
the  law  to  make  paper  like  that  used  by  the  Government  for  money, 
except  for  Government  purposes  and  under  Government  supervision.  But 
even  this  strong  paper  wears  out  with  constant  passing  from  hand  to  hand, 
from  bank  to  bank  and  store  to  store.  So  the  Treasury  asks  the  banks  to 
send  in  old,  worn,  torn,  or  mutilated  bills,  to  be  exchanged  for  new  ones. 
These  bills  come  in  by  the  bundle,  many  thousands  of  them  monthly. 
They  are  inspected,  a record  is  made  of  them,  and  then  they  are  destroyed 
by  burning  or  by  maceration.  The  average  working  life  of  a dollar  bill, 
most  used  unit  of  our  paper  money,  is  nine  months. 

If  you  have  three-fifths,  or  more,  of  a mutilated  genuine  bill,  you  may 
redeem  it  for  full  face  value  through  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States. 
If  you  have  less  than  three-fifths,  but  clearly  more  than  two-fifths,  you 
may  redeem  it  for  one-half  of  its  face  value. 

Fragments  not  more  than  two-fifths  are  not  exchangeable,  unless  ac- 
companied by  SATISFACTORY  PROOF  that  the  missing  portions  have 
been  totally  destroyed.  This  proof  should  be  in  the  form  of  an  affidavit 
from  the  owner,  stating  that  he  is  the  owner,  and  giving  the  cause  and 
manner  of  destruction.  If  the  owner  cannot,  of  his  own  knowledge,  swear 
to  the  destruction,  affidavits  from  other  persons  having  knowledge  of  the 
facts  will  also  be  required. 


This  is  one  of  the  two  big  buildings  of  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and 
Printing  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  in  which  your  paper  money  is  made. 
Here  also  are  printed  all  the  many  millions  of  postage  stamps  used  each 
year,  and  all  Government  bonds,  War  Savings  and  revenue  stamps.  About 
8,000  persons  are  employed  by  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  in 
Washington. 

Except  in  war  time,  when  it  is  closed  to  the  public,  this  building  is  open 
to  visitors  from  9:00  to  11:00  a.  m.  and  from  1:00  to  2:30  p.  m.  on  working 
days,  and  many  thousands  of  Americans  traverse  the  special  visitors’ 
screened  corridors  each  year  to  view  the  interesting  and  intricate  processes 
connected  with  the  engraving  and  printing  of  United  States  currency. 
The  experience  is  one  which  will  help  you  to  know  your  money.  Metal 
money  is  made  at  the  United  States  Mints  in  Philadelphia,  Denver,  and 
San  Francisco.

The  Scientific  Side 

The  pictures  on  this  page  show  part  of  the  modern  scientific  laboratories 
at  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  in  Washington.  When  new 
counterfeit  bills  appear  in  circulation,  they  are  analyzed  for  the  Secret 
Service  by  laboratory  experts. 

From  their  findings,  the  Secret  Service  gets  valuable  information  which 
often  leads  its  agents  to  the  counterfeiting  plants. 

These  modern  methods  of  scientific  crime  detection  combine  well  with 
the  equally  modern  educational  methods  used  by  the  Secret  Service  to  crush 
the  counterfeiter  and  to  keep  your  money  safe  and  sound.

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Money  Engraver  at  Work 

When  a design  for  a new  note  or  other  security  of  the  Government  has 
been  decided  on  by  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  and  has  been 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  the  engravers  begin  their  work 
of  making  the  plates.  No  one  engraver  does  all  the  work.  Each  man  is  a 
specialist.  One  works  only  on  portraits,  another  on  lettering,  another  on 
scroll  work,  and  so  on.  Each  engraver,  with  a steel  tool  known  as  a graver, 
and  aided  by  a powerful  magnifying  glass,  carefully  carves  his  portion  of 
the  design  into  the  steel.  He  knows  that  one  false  cut  or  a slip  of  his 
tool,  or  one  miscalculation  of  width  or  depth  of  line,  may  destroy  the  merit 
of  his  work.  A single  mistake  means  that  weeks  or  months  of  labor  will 
have  been  in  vain.  Specimens  of  the  work  of  Bureau  engravers  have  been 
awarded  highest  premiums  at  all  world’s  fairs  and  exhibitions  since  1872. 
No  counterfeiter  ever  has  duplicated  the  artistic  work  of  the  expert  en- 
gravers of  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing.

This  picture  shows  currency  being  taken  for  shipment  from  the  Bmeau 
of  Engraving  and  Printing  in  Washington,  D.  C.  This  truck  carried 
$7,280,000  when  the  picture  was  taken. 

The  uniformed  force  of  the  United  States  Secret  Service  in  1942  protected 
more  than  77^  billion  dollars’  worth  of  money,  stamps,  and  securities. 
This  vast  sum  is  the  yearly  average  of  Government  valuables  in  production, 
transportation,  and  storage  under  protection  of  the  Secret  Service. 

The  uniformed  force  has  482  members,  thoroughly  trained  and  qualified. 
Equipment  used  by  this  force  is  of  the  most  modern  design.  The  burglar 
alarm  system  operated  by  it  is  the  largest  and  most  efiicient  in  the  world. 
The  armored  cars  used  in  the  protection  of  money  in  transportation  are 
bullet  proof  and  radio  equipped. 

Have  Someone  oi  Home  the  Day 
You  Expect  a Government 
Check! 
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This  is  the  United  States  Treasury 
Building  in  Washington,  D.  C.  It  is 
104  years  old.  Its  corner  stone  was 
laid  in  1839  during  the  administra- 
tion of  President  Martin  Van  Buren. 
It  has  grown  with  the  years,  now  has 
475  rooms,  and  covers  the  greater  part 
of  two  city  blocks. 

Beneath  the  Treasury  Building  are 
safety  vaults  where  the  Nation’s  money 
and  valuable  papers  are  kept.  There 
are  eleven  vaults,  with  timelock  and 
electrical  protection.  Here  are  stored 
coin,  paper  money,  and  bonds  of  many 
millions  in  value.  All  the  vaults  are 
burglar  proof  and  fireproof.  Their 
alarm  systems  would  immediately  tell 
the  captain  of  the  Secret  Service  guard 
of  any  attempt  to  tamper  with  a lock 
or  to  enter  a vault. 

There  are  482  uniformed  guards  as- 
signed to  the  continuous  protection  of 
the  immense  sums  in  the  Treasury  at 
Washington.

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This  is  the  United  States  mint  at  San  Francisco,  where  some  of  our 
Nation’s  metal  money  is  produced.  Coins  are  made  also  at  the  Denver 
Mint,  but  most  of  the  metal  money  of  the  United  States  is  the  product  of 
the  Philadelphia  Mint. 

More  one-cent  pieces,  or  pennies,  are  made  year  after  year  than  any 
other  coin.  In  1942  nearly  billion  one-cent  pieces  were  made.  The 
mints  made  449,336,162  silver  coins  in  1942,  valued  at  $85,307,259.40. 
These  were  half-dollars,  quarters,  and  dimes.  Over  225  million  nickels 
were  made,  worth  $11,304,220. 

United  States  mints  also  make  coins  for  other  countries.  The  United 
States  mints  in  1942  made  coins  for  Curacao,  Netherlands  East  Indies, 
Surinam,  Australia,  and  Peru. 

The  United  States  does  not  now  coin  gold  into  money.  Much  of  the 
gold  owned  by  our  Nation  is  kept  in  vaults  at  Fort  Knox,  Kentucky.  The 
Nation’s  biggest  store  of  silver  is  kept  in  vaults  at  West  Point,  New  York. 
When  gold  is  brought  into  the  United  States  from  other  countries,  it  does 
not  come  to  the  Treasury  at  Washington.  It  usually  comes  to  New  York, 
where  it  is  weighed  and  tested  by  the  United  States  Assay  Office.  Gold 
mined  in  this  country  is  sent  to  United  States  mints  and  assay  offices  for 
refining,  then  is  placed  in  Government  depositories.
